"Within eight mouths tbe Hawai- 
ian Republic 
will be overthrown and 
Princess 
Kaiulaui 
will 
be 
made 
queen," 
said he. 
"It is a fact that 
ever body is rick of the new republic, 
and it is recognized in Hawaii that 
monarchy will be restored. 
The pres- 
ent Government 
lias been 
running 
behind at the rate ot $45,000 per month 
since it began. 
"It is the hope of both those who 
favored the new 
Government 
and 
those who opposed it, that Great 
Brit-ai- u 
and the United States will make 
Princess Kaiulaui queen under a pro- 
tectorate. 
Tbe father 
of the young 
priucess, Clegboru, together with her 
guardian, 
Tlieo. .H. 
Davles, 
jttajor 
Woiiehouse, ex Minister 
from Eng- 
land, 
and 
George Macfarlane, 
who 
was King Kalakaua's chief financial 
agent, are all in Europe at this time', 
the supposition 
beiug that they are 
looking 
to bringing 
about 
such an 
arrangement 
with Englaud. 
"In

connection 
Lorrin 
A. 
Thurston, 
who was

Olney declined to 
see Mr. Castle on Tuesday last when 
that 
gentleman 
called at the State 
Department. 
The 
failure 
of

Castle 
to call yesterday, 
diplomats 
say, 
was 
regarded 
as an iudlcatiou 
that he bad takeu affront at the action 
of Secretary Olney. 
Mr. Castle, how- 
ever, denied that be bad been ofTeuded 
by the declination 
of Mr. Olney 
to 
see him. 
"I 
called at the Department 
on 
Tuesday last," he said, "to "pay my 
repects 
to Mr. Adee, whom I know 
quite well. 
Mr. Adee, I was told, was 
away ou leave, and it was suggested 
to me that I see Secretary Oluey. 
I 
accordingly seut 
in 
my card to the 
official, and word 
came 
back that he 
was so busy that 
he 
must 
ask to be 
excused. I recognized that Tuesday 
was not diplomatic day, and I had no 
right to call upon him. 
It is my 
in- 
tention to see Mr. Olney as early as 
possible in order that I may be able 
to make arrangements 
for my presen- 
tation to the President. 
Just ms soon 
as this ceremony is performed I shall 
begin my functions as Minister " 


JAPANESE GHOWIXG AGGltEsSIVE. 


Only Awnltlng it Pretext to Seize tho 
Islands. 
NEW Yokk, Oct. 
8 
The Washing- 
ton correspondent 
of the Mail and 
Express 
telegraphs: 
Recent 
dis- 
patches 
from Hawaii report that the 
Japanese are actively at work among 
the islands nitb a view to either 
plac-iug'tbe- m 
under its protection or selz 
iug them outright. Confidential reports 
from our officials there state that the 
Japanese 
are ouly waiting for a pre- 
text to send a war vessel to Honolulu. 
The Hawaiian Government 
is fully 
informed as to tha 
situation 
aud is 
doiug its best to keep matters quiet 
on the islauds until the United States 
Cougress meets. 
Secretary Olney Is handicapped 
be- 
cause of the Administration's 
well 
kuown 
policy toward 
the Hawaiian 
Government, 
but he knows he will 
soon be called upon to act oue way or 
the 
other. 
The 
Dole 
Admiuistra 
lion 
hopes to preveut 
a crisis until 
after 
the 
Presidential 
election here, 
knowing that when the Administra- 
tion changes the relations between the 
United States 
and 
Hawaii will also 
change. 
The Sun's Washington 
special say: 
It Is not so much the exclusion act, 
however, which has led Japan to cai 
her eyes toward 
the 
islauds as it Is 
her desire to extend her territory 
be 
youii the preent limits 
It is 
at 
the Legation here that In her state of 
exhuberance 
and 
confidence in her 
destiny the Imperial Government 
be- 
lieves 
tbe 
Hawaiian 
Islands should 
become a part of the Mikado's coun- 
try, aud that here Is an opportunity 
for an attempt to bring this about. 
Japan, it is claimed here, being cog- 
nizant of the Administration's 
quies 
cent attitute toward Great Britain lu 
the Corinto affair, and being aware of 
the hostile policy of President 
Cleve- 
land toward the Dole adi. inistratfou. 
sees a convenient 
time 
to attempt to 
extend ner territory. 
Not only 
does Japan, Mr. 
Castle 
says, regard Hawaii 
as an Important 
strategic 
point, but she looks upon it 
as of commercial 
importance 
also, oc 
cupying, as. It does, a 
n 
in the 
highway of commerce between Japan 
and the United States. 
Minister Castle said 
this evenlnc 
that notwithstanding 
the administra 
tion's 
policy, the Dole 
Uoverument and a large majority of 
the inhabitants of the islands still be- 
lieved it was only a question of a few 
years 
before 
the Islands would 
be a 
part of tbe United States, and they 
ere 
proceeding 
under 
this 
belief 
The Provisional Government, he says,

Ever since the 
fire at the Opera 
House there has been 
a feeling of 
uncertainty 
about 
some 
of the 
buildings in Honolulu 
which had 
been 
wired 
for electric 
lighting; 
not that it had- - been decided 
that 
the fire there was the result of de 
fective 
wiring, but such a rumor 
was floating 
around 
and 
people 
have been 
timid 
about 
electric 
lights ever since. 
The scare was communicated 
to 
the agents of the various insurance 
companies here, as one of them im- 
mediately set to work to have an 
inspector 
of buildings 
appointed, 
some one whose duty it'would be to 
pass upon the wiring of buildings, 
whether the 
work is done by the 
Electric Light Company or private 
individuals. 
After some time the 
Board of Underwriters appointed a 
committee and the following 
sug- 
gestions were made to the Board: 
We recommend that 
a known 
electrician resident in Honolulu be 
appointed 
Electrical 
Inspector by 
and for the Board, 
and as an offi- 
cer of the 
Board 
to serve 
for one 
year, and year by year, subject to 
the election 
of the 
Board. 
We 
recommend for such appointment, 
llliard I. 
arnner. 
That the rules 
to be followed by 
such Electric 
Inspector 
shall 
be 
thoso.of the National Code of Rules 
for installation of wiring and 
ap- 
paratus, 
as recommended by the 
Underwriters 
International 
Elec- 
trical 
Association 
and adopted by 
the Pacific 
Insurance 
Union and 
the 
Honolulu 
Board 
of 
Under- 
writers. 
That, to facilitate the in- 
spection and 
for record with the 
secretary of the Honolulu Board of 
Underwriters, 
the 
Electrical 
In- 
spector shall fill up a form, which 
form after consultation shall cover 
all matters 
pertaining 
to 
the 
building 
and the arrangement 
of 
the wires. 
All that is essential in 
the premises 
was 
embodied in the 
paper and 
with the assistance of 
.Mr. 
Warriner 
it was made 
com- 
plete. 
The committee recommend that 
when a policy falls due, insured in 
a company having a representative 
here the inspector shall be requested 
by the secretary of the Board of Un- 
derwriters 
to make an examina 
tion 
of the premises and 
report 
upon the condition 
to the 
secre- 
tary and 
report 
to the applying 
agent, as well all other members of 
the Board provided the report 
of 
the inspector warrants it. that the 
electrical system in the building 
examined 
and 
is 
acceptable 
or 
otherwise as the case may be. 
The payment 
for all electrical 
inspection as proposal in this 
re- 
port, be unade by the secretary to 
the inspector on the tatter's filing 
his report in each instance of

spection and that such amounts be 
charged as an expense of the Board

herself in an unenviable position. 


Japan's indemnity fund that is 
toon to be received 
from 
China, 
with interest 
added, will amount 
to 
309,750,000 
yen in 
Japanese 
silver. 
Count Matsugata 
is 
said 
to propose 
disposing of the indem- 
nity 
as 
follows: 
55,000,000 
yen 
for the redemption of war loans: 
50,000,000 yen for army extension; 
130,000,000 
yen for the extension 
of the navy; 5,000,000 yen for the 
establishment 
of a steel foundry 
and a working fund for the same; 
50,000,000 yen as a reserve fund to 
be placed in the national treasury, 
and 
10,000,000 yen for the estab 
lishment of an agricultural 
bauk. 


The suggestion 
that President 
Cleveland 
will 
boom 
the Cuban 
annexation 
question 
in 
order to 
throw Hawaii into the shade is by 
no means an improbable 
possibil- 
ity. 
From the cuts which the 
Ad- 
ministration is receiving from vari- 
ous Democratic State conventions, 
it must appear to the most

The people don't think of the mat- 
ter till their attention is called to it 
by the launching of an epidemic in

fever every summer, and trust to 
nothing 
but 
approaching 
cold 
weather to wipe it out. The experi- 
ence is repeated the world over and 
will probably 
continue 
till 
the 
common people have been educated 
to the fact that puritv in caring 
for personal surroundings is quite 
as much an element of sound de- 
velopment as purity in politics. 
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THE JAPANESE COMPLAINT. 


A complaint 
by the 
Japanese 
citizens to their government that 
their 
people 
are 
being discrimi- 
nated against by our foreign 
mer- 
chants and 
the-- Hawaiian Govern- 
ment 
will 
undoubtedly 
bring 
to 
light the exact 
status 
of 
affairs 
through the proper chanuels and 
put an end to suppositions 
and 
wild rumors; and it also ought to 
bring about an understanding that 
will 
result 
favorablv to both the 
interested 
parties. 
We anticipate 
the outcome will 
be that the Jap- 
anese will find that any opposition 
they may have received 
from the 
white merchants 
has been merely 
the results of active competition 
which 
bring about 
conditions to 
which every 
nationality 
is subject 
and must expect 
to meet in enter- 
ing a field in which the easy roads 
to wealth are alreadv 
prettv 
well 
taken 
up. 
There 
are 
cer 
tam 
matters 
on 
"which 
the 
people 
of 
every 
community 
must decide for themselves as towhat 
is best for its future strength 
and 
prosperity. 
If by the final decision 
it appears 
to the 
people 
giving 
allegiance to another country that 
they are 
being maltreated, 
it 
is 
their misfortune but not 
necessa- - 
rilv the fault of the countrv 
or 
communitv 
in 
which 
thev have 
residence. 
In the matter of immigration, we 
see, no reason why the Japanese 
should 
feel injured that people of 
other nationalities are brought into 
the country. 
Whether plantation 
managers 
employ 
Asiatic 
labor, 
European labor or American labor 
is a matter for them to decide, and 
we know 
of no 
law that 
compels 
them 
to 
look 
to any particular 
source of supply. 
If as some of the 
Japanese seem to feel, the Hawaiian 
treaty 
with Japan 
gives 
them a 
first lien on the labor market, it is 
time we found out the truth, and if 
necessary, 
that 
the treaty should 
be 
modified. 
The Japanese 
will 
have 
to 
produce 
more 
evi' 
dence 
than 
has 
thus 
far 
been brought forward to show that 
they have not been 
allowed all the 
rights and liberties for which their 
residence or that of any other na- 
tionality in the country calls. 
Fur- 
thermore 
it 
should 
be borne in 
mind by the people 
of 
every race 
and color that the 
first allegiance 
of this country 
is due the United 
States. 
So long as the present 
re- 
ciprocal relations with that coun- 
try exist this 
fact 
must be taken 
into consideration in the discussion 
of all 
public 
matters. 
It is the 
United States 
that has made the 
country what it 
is today and it is 
on 
closer 
union 
with American 
principles 
and 
American institu- 
tions that our 
future 
prosperity 
depends.

Evangelical Association 
presents clearly the valuable work 
done by the Board during the last 
year.

idly extending its influence among 
all classes of people. 
The address 
of Chief Justice Judd before the

GENERAL'S 
REPORT. 


The exhaustive report of the 
Collec- 


tor-General 
of Customs for the 
year 
ending 
December 
31, 
1S91, 
presents interesting, 
and, indeed, 
startling figures regarding the trade 
of these islands. 
It may be said, 
generally, that no country exhibits 
such general prosperity, and nearly 
all countries, not excepting Great 
Brjtain, fall below it in apparent 
prosperity. 
The total imports of goods amount 
to $5,104,4S1.43, 
while the exports 
amount to $9,140,794.50, leaving a 
' balance of trade" in our favor of 
$4,036,313.13. 
What 
becomes 
of 
this vast, for us, balance of trade? 
It does not come to us in coin, for 
our imports of coin 
amounted 
to 
only SGOS.OOO. 
Who gets it ? 
All 
our 
machmerv, 
provisions, 
drv 
goods, and other articles of con 
sumption are paid for, and there is 
this balance left over. 
It amounts 
to 5 per cent, on $S0,000,000, or 10 
per cent, on $40,000,000. 
Some of 
it is paid out to the holdes of pri 
vate and public securities. 
Some of 
it is invested by those to whom it 
is credited, 
in 
foreign 
securities. 
What becomes of it ? 
It may be claimed that this was 
the national profit of the year 1S94. 
But a mere balance of trade is not 
the exact profit. 
There would 
be 
profit here if we had no trade, if we 
only traded among ourselves. There 
were great " profits " in Japan when 
that countrv was barricaded acainst 
foreign commerce. 
i 
Taking the total 
inhabitants 
of 
the islauds at 
100,000, 
which 
is 
above 
the correct number, it ap- 
pears that the imports amount to 
$50 
per 
head. 
If the 
people 
of 
the 
United 
States 
were 
to 
import at the same rate, the value 
of the imports would 
reach 
annu- 
ally 
the 
sum 
of 
$3,250,000,000. 
while as a matter 
of fact 
in 
1S94 
they 
only 
reached 
$654,944,622. 
If the people 
of the United States 
were to export at the same rate as 
the Hawaiian people export, which 
is $91 per head, the total foreign 
exports of the United States would 
reach $5,915,000,000. 
Such figures 
would 
be 
startling. 
The actual 
exports of the United States for the 
year 1S94 were valued at $S69,20-1,-937- 
, 
or about $13 per head 
of the 
population. 
The people of these isl- 
ands have, therefore, an apparent 
balance of over $4,000,000, appear- 
ing in the "balance of trade," which 
is a balance greater 
in proportion 
than that 
which 
any mercantile 
nation 
of the 
world 
has. 
This 
must be reduced, 
however, by vari 
ous payments made to the foreign 
account, but of which we can find 
no 
official 
returns, 
important 
as 
they are. 
The par value of the stock of our 
sugar 
companies 
is 
$27,964,290. 
This with the value of the unincor- 
porated- cane planting 
companies, 
may amount 
to $30,000,000. 
An 
average dividend of 6 per cent, on 
the entire amount, less the 
$10,-000,0- 
of stock of the Hawaiian 
Commercial Company, 
would 
re- 
quire 
$1,200,000. 
There still 
re 
mains, if these dividends were sent 
abroad a credit to the islands 
of 
$2,536,000. 
Out of 
this, freight, 
insurance 
and money remitted 
to 
other countries must be deducted. 
Much of the mdnev remitted 
tn 
China and Japan by the merchants 
and laborers is remitted by drafts 
on this balance, but we can find no 
record 
of 
it. 
Probably 
a 
sum 
approaching half a million is an- 
nually expended by our people in 
traveling. 
lhe hgures show a strong 
ten- 
dency to send monev out of the 
country, 
rhich does not look well 
tor our own prosperity. 
If the isl 
ands are to become simply a source 
of revenue to absentees, they are 
indeed on the downward grade, and 
it would finally involve commer 
cial and moral decadence. 
A close 
study of the financial situation as 
revealed by the valuable report of 
the Collector-Gener- 
al 
will indicate 
the drift of things here.

which the labored attempt

hearers 
a distrust 
of the Govern- 
ment has been quite marked, that

We remark 
their 
labored 
attempts 
because 
the 
principal 
grievance was 
the effort 
to hold 
the Government responsible for the 
failure of the China to bring a mail 
from Japan. 
None 
know 
better 
than 
the - leaders 
among 
these 
Japanese clubs that the Hawaiian 
Minister at Japan had 
no sort of 
control over the mail or over the 
movements of the steamships of the 
great 
trans-Pacif- 
ic 
Hups 
T 
, 
announced 
in advance 
from 
San 
Francisco 
' that 
the 
Pacific 
Mail 
intended to take special 
precaution 
to avoid a quarantine 
of the China. 
It was not expected 
here, however, that the precautions 
would go to the extent of declining 
to 
bring 
the mail to Honolulu. 
Having made inquiry 
we can sav 
positively that neither the Hawai 
ian 
Government 
nor any of its 
agents were in any wav responsible 
for the omission to bring this mail. 
This statement is superfluous doubt- 
less to all save the presumably 
in- 
dignant Japanese 
friends. 
But at 
the same time we give the Japanese" 
residents too much credit to believe 
that this little matterjjf mails 
is 
the 
foundation, 
the 
alpha 
and 
omega of all their woes. 
The significant 
feature 
of 
the 
whole business is that, having 
col- 
lected the audiences on the above 
pretext, 
a general denunciation 
of 
the Hawaiian 
Government became 
the principal feature of the even 
ing. 
Charges 
were freely made of 
discrimination 
against the Japan 
ese, and that the Hawaiian 
Gov- 
ernment is constantly violating its 
treaty obligations with Japan by 
allowing 
Chinese immigration 
to 
the islands. 
The latter charge de- 
serves 
a 
moment's' investigation. 
The 
labor 
convention 
between 
Japan and 
Hawaii 
contains not 
one word concerning Chinese. 
The 
convention was made in 1SS6 ; 
its 
term 
was for five years ; and it is 
now 
subject 
to 
termination 
by 
either party on six months notice. 
While the convention 
was under 
consideration, aperiod of twelve to 
eighteen months, 
Mr. Gibson 
as- 
sured 
the 
Japanese 
Government 
that if the convention were signed, 
Chinese 
immigration 
should 
be 
limited, 
not 
stopped. 
The limit 
was to keep the Chinese, 
s near as 
might 
be, at the number then in 
the country, and the estimate was 
given that 250 each quarter would 
accomplish 
this. 
The 
ink 
was 
hardly dry on Mr. Gibson's paper 
when a steamer load of Chinese 
arrived at this port. 
The Japanese 
Government 
called 
attention 
to 
the fact that the number per quar- 
ter had been exceeded. 
To this it 
was 
replied 
that 
the 
aggregate 
number 
for the year was not ex 
ceeded and it could make no differ- 
ence to the Japanese Government 
that the quota for several quarters 
was brought at one time. 
The explanation was apparently 
satisfactory and there the matter 
rested, until it was recently dug up 
by Mr. ruju. 
It will 
be time 
enough 
for to talk 
about 
"bad 
faith " when the Chinese population 
here is brought back to what it was 
in 1SS4. 
There is leeway of some 
4000 yet before the Japanese have 
the least shadow of a reason to 
point to treaties 
and attempt 
to 
hold up the Hawaiian Government. 
But mark you, why is this labor 
question so interesting to the Jap- 
anese merchants and shopkeepers of 
Honolulu ? 
Why should they un 
dertake to dictate to planters what 
labor should be employed? 
And 
why should they claim that bring 
ing in Portuguese is a violation of 
their treaty rights ? 
To what does 
all this lead ? 
We ask again, fronf 
whence 
do they get their inspira- 
tion ? Herein lies food for thought.

water of other sections, but simply 
from the 
fact that the "average 
politician

a sanitarian.1 
The people don't think of the mat- 
ter till their attention is called to it 
by the launching of an epidemic in 
their midst. 
Hundreds 
of cities 
and towns in the 
United States 
suffer from an epidemic of typhoid 
fever everr summer, and trust to 
nothing 
but 
approaching 
cold 
weather to wipe it out. The experi- 
ence is repeated the world over and 
w31 probably 
continue 
till 
the 
common people have been educated 
to the fact that purity in caring 
for personal surroundings is quite 
as much an element of sound de- 
velopment as purity in politics. 
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THE JAPANESE COMPLAINT. 


A complaint 
by the 
Japanese 
citizens to their 
government that 
their 
cople 
are 
being discrimi- 
nated against by our foreign mer- 
chants and the. Hawaiian Govern 
ment 
will 
undoubtedly 
bring 
to 
licht 
the exact 
status 
of 
affairs 
through the proper channels and 
put an end to suppositions 
and 
wild rumors: and it also oucht to 
bring about an understanding that 
will 
result 
favorably to both the 
interested 
parties. 
We anticipate 
the outcome will 
be that the Jap- 
anese will fiud that any opposition 
they may have received 
from the 
white merchants 
has been merely 
the results of active competition 
which bring about 
conditions to 
which every nationality 
is subject 
and must expect 
to meet in enter 
ing a field in which the easy roads 
to wealth are already 
pretty 
well 
taken 
up. 
There 
are 
cer- 
tain 
matters 
on 
--which 
the 
people 
of 
every 
community 
must decide for themselves as to what 
is best for its future 
strength 
and 
prosperity. 
If by the final decision 
it appears 
to the 
people giving 
allegiance to another country that 
they are 
being maltreated, 
it 
is 
their misfortune but not 
necessa 
rily the fault 
of the country 
or 
communitv 
in 
which thev have 
residence. 
In the matter of immigration, we 
see, no reason why the Japanese 
should 
feel injured that people of 
other nationalities are brought into 
the countrv. 
Whether plantation 
managers 
employ 
Asiatic 
labor, 
European labor or American labor 
is a matter for them to decide, and 
we know of no law that compels 
them to 
look 
to any particular 
source of supply. 
If as some of the 
Japanese seem to feel, the Hawaiian 
treaty with Japan gives 
them a 
first lien on the labor market, it is 
time we found out the truth, and if 
necessary, 
that the treaty should 
be 
modified. 
The Japanese 
will 
nave 
to 
produce 
more 
evi- 
dence 
than 
has 
thus 
far 
been brought forward to show that 
they have not been allowed all the 
rights and liberties for which their 
residence or that of any other 
in the country calls. 
Fur- 
thermore 
it 
should 
be borne in 
mind by the people of 
every race 
and color that the 
first alleziance 
of this country 
is due the United 
States. 
So long as the present re- 
ciprocal relations with that coun- 
try exist this 
fact 
must be taken

It may be said, 
cenerallv, that no country exhibits 
such general prosperity, and nearly 
all countries, not excepting Great 
Britain, fall Mow it in apparent 
prosperity. 
The total imports of goods amount 
to 
$0,10-1,431.-48- . 
while the exports 
amount to $9,140,794.50, leaving a 
" balance of trade " in our favor of 
HQS6.S1S.13. 
What 
becomes 
of 
this vast, for us, balance of trade ? 
It does not come to us in coin, for 
our imports of coin amounted 
to 
only $605,000. 
Who gets it ? 
All 
our 
machinery, 
provisions, 
ary 
goods, and other articles of con 
sumption are paid for, and there is 
this balance left over. 
It amounts 
to 5 per cent, on $S0,000,000, or 10 
per cent, on $40,000,000. 
Some of 
it is paid out to the holdes of pri 
vate and public securities. 
Some of 
it is invested bv those to whom it 
is credited, 
in 
foreign 
securities. 
What becomes of it ? 
It may be claimed that this was 
the national profit of the year 1S94. 
But a mere balance of trade is not 
the exact profit. 
There would 
be 
profit here if we had no trade, if we 
ouly traded among ourselves. There 
were great 
profits " in Japan when 
that countrv was barricaded asainst 
foreign commerce. 
Taking the total inhabitants 
of 
the islands at 
100,000, 
which is 
above 
the 
correct 
number, it ap- 
pears that the imports amount to 
$50 
per 
head. 
If the people of 
the 
United 
States 
were 
to 
import at the same rate, the value 
of the imports would 
reach 
annu- 
ally the 
sum 
of 
$3,250,000,000, 
while as a matter 
of 
fact 
in 
1S94 
they 
only 
reached 
$654,944,622. 
If the people of the United States 
were to export at the same rate as 
the Hawaiian people export, which 
is $91 per head, the total foreign 
exports of the United States would 
reach $5,915,000,000. 
Such figures 
would 
be 
startling. 
The actual 
exports of the United States for the 
year 1S94 were valued at $S69,204,- - 
937, or about $13 per head 
of the 
population. 
The people of these isl 
ands have, therefore, an apparent 
balance of over $4,000,000, appear- 
ing in the "balance of trade," which 
is a balance greater 
in proportion 
than that which any mercantile 
nation 
of the 
world 
has. 
This 
must be reduced, however, by vari- 
ous payments made to the foreign 
account, but of which we can find 
no official 
returns, 
important 
as 
they are. 
The par value of the stock of our 
sugar 
companies 
is 
$27,964,290. 
This with the value of the unincor- 
porated- cane planting 
companies, 
may amount 
to $30,000,000. 
An 
average dividend of 6 per cent, on 
the entire amount, less the 
$10,- - 
000,000 of stock of the Hawaiian 
Commercial Company, 
would 
re- 
quire 
$1,200,000. 
There still 
re- 
mains, if these dividends were sent 
abroad a credit to the islands 
of 
$2,536,000. 
Out of 
this, freight, 
insurance 
and money remitted 
to 
other countries must be deducted. 
Much of the money remitted 
to 
China and Japan by the merchants 
and laborers is remitted by drafts 
on this balance, but we can find no 
record 
of it. 
Probably 
a 
sum 
approaching half a million is an 
nually expended by our people in 
traveling. 
The figures show a strong ten 
uency to send money out of the 
country, which does not look well 
for our own prosperity. 
If the isl- 
ands are to become simplv a source 
of revenue to absentees, they are 
indeed on the downward grade, and 
it would finally 
involve commer- 
cial and moral decadence. 
A close 
study of the financial situation as 
revealed by the valuable report of 
the Collector-Gener- 
al 
will indicate 
the drift of things here.

Company intended to take special 
precaution 
to avoid a quarantine 
of the China. 
It was not expected 
here, however, that the precautions 
would go to the extent of declining 
to

the mail to Honolulu.

we can sav 
positively that neither the Hawai- 
ian 
Government 
nor anv 
of its 
agents were in any way responsible 
for the omission to bring this mail. 
This statement is superfluous doubt- 
less to all save the presumably

the same time we give the Japanese 
residents too much credit to believe

Many 
Waste 
Lands

A large area' of fertile land on 
tha island of Oalm is uncuUivatetl 
and 
almost unproductive. 
Much 
of this land is beyond the practical 
reach of extensive irrigation, but is 
well adapted to the growth of fiber 
plants, caniigrcand other products, 
and a small part 
of it is excellent 
coffee land. 
There remain extensive tracts of 
land 
in 
various localities which 
have hitherto 
been 
only grazing 
land, and that not 
of the best, 
while a large- - amount 
of water is 
flowing to the sea either on or un- 
der the surface of the ground. 
In 
general, 
the 
conditions 
are 
the 
same here as existed elsewhere 
be- 


fore the inception of every project 
for irrigation. 
There are difficul- 
ties to be overcome, 
and so there 
have been in other cases, and the 
question, as usual, is, how shall the 
land 
be supplied 
with water 
for 
irrigation, and will it pay ? 
The total annual rainfall on the 
whole 
island is abundant, but its 
irregular 
distribution 
as to time 
and locality causes difficulty in its 
use for irrigation. 
There are few if any, favorable 
sites for large storage reservoirs, 
such as would 
have 
large 
capa- 
city 
with 
comparatively 
small 
dams, and where bottom and sides 
would be impervious to water. The 
supplies from streams and springs, 
where located above any irrigable 
land, are, with some exceptions in 
Koolau. alreadv 
used, at least to 
the extent of the minimum dailvj 
flow, or the amount which can be 
depended upon at all times. There 
is only a small area of land 
now 
remaining in the artesian belt be- 
low the elevations at which wells 
flow. 
The 
method 
of 
developing 
a 
water supply by tunneling and in- 
tercepting 
the 
flow beneath 
the 
surface has been quite successful in 
Southern California and elsewhere. 
The location and plan are gener- 
ally determined by surface indica- 
tions, 
unless directed by 
"'water-witching-," 
or 
by a more recent 
scientific instrument, 
d, 
by 
an ingenious Californian. 
With 
some 
notable exceptions, 
this island 
is not a favorable field 
for this plan of water development. 
The abundant rainfall in the Koo- 
lau mountains which goes to make 
the 
remarkably 
large 
supply 
oi 
underground 
water, seems to de- 
scend much below the general sur- 
face. 
The deep gulches on the lee- 
ward side of the island from Hono- 
lulu to Kahuku show no trace of it. 
It therefore appears that the exten- 
sion of irrigation on Oahn is mostly 
dependent upon pumping the water 
from 
the 
supply 
which is verv 
abundant, and which is the only 
unfailing source for the remaining 
available land. 
This method can 
be supplemented by the 
occasional 
and irregular surface flow from the 
mountain region where this can be 
obtained 
at 
a 
reasonable 
cost. 
There are several thousand acres of 
land at a low elevation suitable 
for rice upon which water can be 
pumped with remunerative results, 
as the lift will be only a few feet. 
There are many thousand acres 
of good sugar land for which there 
is an ample supply of water.
